Boyond that distance, 
then, we may assume that 11 fly caught 
in n spider's web would be safe from 
detection by its enemy if its 'move- 
ments and struggles to get away did not 
betray it.

Ropes and Jlclta. 


It is asserted that repeated experi- 


ments have proved, in the transmission 
of power, that ropes and belts, wheu 
well arranged, absorb almost the samo 
amount of power. Some French trials in 
this line, as reported in Engineering 
Mechanics, were made, it appears, with 
a 800 horsepower engine, fitted with 
rope and belt flywheels 14% feet in di- 
ameter. The steam engine had n fly- 
wheel lor the belt and one for the ropes, 
The dynamo was driven direct off the 
flywheel, without a counter shaft, and 
was proyided with two palloys, one for 
the bolt and one for the rppes. The dy- 
namo was driven direct off the flywheel, 
being mounted on adjusting screws, so 
that the tension of tho belt sr rapes 
could be regulated at will. A ootton 
bolt, a leather belt, and a homogeneous 
leather belt and ropes were of standard 
quality. Experiments of a cosapKrixtivo 
nature werp made alternately with tin? 
ropes and belts, several tests eacli day, 
the results being as above indicated.
